INSTANTLY KILLED. 

F<a-ful Death, of ft Logger on Vftldez Island 
—His Bruins Knocked Out by a 
Falllni: Tree. 

(Special to The Colonist.) 
Vancouver, June 20. — Henry Broteau 
and August Mara returned late last night, 
from Camp D, belonging to the Hastings 
.saw mill, situated on Valdcz Island, bringing 
the story of a terrible accident in the woods. 
On Saturday morning last, June 13th, 
Thomas Michaud, a French Canadian from 
Riviere du Loup, aged 01 years, was killed 
almost instantly by the falling of a tree. 
He was engaged in sawing a log when two 
choppers, John Laper and another called 
( leorge, but none in the camp knew his other 
name, felled a large fir tree. When it 
began to fall the choppers cried out to Mi- 
dland to look out. He saw the tree and ran 
about lot) yards. The fir, however, struck 
a cedar tree, knocking it down. Michaud 
sprang out of the way, but as the cedar fell, 
it struck a small hemlock about six inches 
in diameter, knocking it down. This third 
tree struck Michaud a terrific blow on the 
back of the head, crushing the skull and 
knocking out his brains, a portion of which 
were found iu his hat. The unfortunate 
man was dead in two minutes. Deceased 
haa been in British Columbia about five 
years, and has u wife and grown up family 
in Eastern Canada. 



LONDON, June 20.— Lady Brooke has made 
short lived the humor which unpleasantly 
connected her name with that of the Prince 
of Wales. The society papers and gossips 
who last week gave publicity to the state- 
ments that n rupture in the domestio ar- 
rangements of Lord Brooke was imminent, 
hasten to make a change of front to-day.

Both returned the 
salutations ot friends without the slightest 
hesitation or ciiibarussiuent, and there was 
certainly nothing in the demeanour of 
either indicating aught except tho utmost 
frankness and mental ease. Apart from 
this evidence, it now seems clear there was 
not a particle of truth in the rumors con- 
cerning Lady Brooke. She is pr.Jmbly 
the most pure, as well as the 
most beautiful woman in all Eng- 
land. Her face is of a type 
that inspires respect, while her wonderfully 
lustrous blue eyes betray wide intelligence 
ami ready wit. She has a wealth of blonde 
hair that is as unique us it is uncommon. 
That she has been and is a great society 
favorite admits of little doubt. Her cordial 
and elegant manner make friends for her 
wherever site goes. She can discuss 
Horace as readily as Puffender, make 
spirited and pointed criticisms of Mine. l)e 
St. Ueriuaine and expatiate on the cultiva- 
tion of graces with all the elegance and 
rhetoric of Mine, de Monconzell. Hence 
she has been soucht after and courted. No 
wonder she became and remained a favorite 
of tho Prince of Wales. She seems to 
charge the high circle in which she moves 
about as Mine, de Jensen did the bright 
wits who gathered about the gallant and 
polished Montesquieu, Beauty, coupled 
with rare mental powers and the accomplish 
incut of a thorough knowledge of the w 
of society accounts for her success in upper- 
dom, All tilk against her arises from 
jealousy, and the Gordou-Cummlng faction, 
who saw an opportunity to injure the heir 
apparent by slandering this most beautiful 
specimen of English womanhood. Nothing 
is further needed to show how baseless are 
the insinuations than the fact that Lady 
Brooke was received most warmly by tt 
Princess of Wales, on Tuesday, and 
that on Monday next Lady Brooke 
will give a reception, at which 
the Princess and two of her daughters, and 
many who ore entirely out of the Prince's 
set, will be present. It is not impossible 
that the Princess and Lady Brooke, during 
their confab, last Tuesday, deliberately 
planned this reception us an unmiatuUeahlo 
contradiction of the public rumor, and also 
as a deliberate slap in the face of Mis.

THE GERMAN CORN bUTHLS. 
London, Juno 20. — There is no doubt 
that tho German government lius taken a 
serious step in refusing to reduce the duties 
on imported corn The harvest in Germany 
will certainly prove deficient this year, and 
although the deficiency may not be very 
serious, that is not the sole consideration. 
In France, the winter wheat crop will be an 
almost complete failure, and the prices of 
wheat have, during the last few weeks, 
been rising everywhere. Germany must 
necessarily import a very considerable 
quantity of grain food and if to t he 
advanced prices current in the free 
trade market, there must bo added the 
German import duty, it is quite certain 
that the food of the people will be 
exceedingly dear. The most forcible com- 
ment on the refusal of the Government to 
lighten the duty was the immediate and 
very serious rise which occurred in the 
German wheat markets. The mass of the 
people in Germany live upon grain products 
mainly, meat being only to a scanty extent 
within their reach, and the prospect of dear 
food has of course a political bearing, and 
has furnished a now weapon of which the 
Social Democrats have not been slow to 
avail themselves. it is quite possible, in- 
deed, that there m*y he seen 
during the next few months, unless 
the Government should change its 
mind, something liko the trouble 
and agitation which led to the abolition of 
the corn laws in England, No doubt the 
present circumstances arc very different 
from those which were experienced in 
England in lS-lti. Germany will be abun- 
dantly supplied with wheat from the United 
States, from Austria, Hungary, and per- 
haps India ; but if the duties aro main- 
tained the prices will he very high, and ex- 
cept where wages h.Vo been recently ad- 
vanced, as in the coal mining districts, 
there will be widespread, and, in some cases, 
very severe Buffering. 

THE I'lttNCE OP WALES 1 rOl'UL.UUTY. 

The Prince and Princess of Wales and 
several of their family are staying at the 
fashionable watering place of Eastbourne. 
So far from any outward incident marring 
t heir \isit, the place is en feteiu their honor. 
Everybody in the crowd of prominent idlers 
ami health seekers contribute to the general 
stock of enthusiasm which is made manifest 
whenever the Prince or any member of his 
family make an appearance in publie, and 
signs are already apparent that the wave of 
criticism which threatened for a time to 
overwhelm the Prince is receding as rapidly 
as it arose and that his royal highness' popu- 
larity will soon he as great as ever.

'1 lie crisis came, a few nights ago, when 
he sneered at tho methods in vogue in the 
management of domestic affairs in India, 
3' I as revealed in the Mlillipur affair. 
But before this lie had indulged 
in similar actions on a smaller scu'e. His 
le ining towards Radicalism has long an- 
noyed his more slowly-going colleagues, and 
they could hardly conceal their chagrin at 
seeing a member of the Tory Government 
hobnobbing with Tom Mann, his fellow- 
member on the Royal Labor Commission, 
with whom the rest of the Conservative 
members have as little to do as the devil is 
supposed to havo with holy water.

There was a 
stormy and tearful scene, and the father and 
his would-be son-in-law nearly came to 
blows. The scandalized clergyman then got 
the party out of the sacred edifice, very 
glad to be rid of them, even at the loss of his 
prospective fee. The lover did not leavo, 
however, without vowing vengeance upon 
the stern parent, who had dashed his matri- 
monial hopes.

A FLOOD IN THE TYROL- 

Glacier Lake, Bursts, Causing tho Ettrth to- 
Quake. 

Vienna, June IS.— An artificial lake,. 
1,000 feet long, 360 feet wide and 80 feet 
deep, formed by tho Martoll glacier behind 
the Zullfarner mountain, in the Tyrol,, 
burst its confines, to-day, and flooded the 
valley. The huge volume of escap- 
ing water caused a shock like sit, 
earthquake to the surrounding coun- 
try and made a deafening noise. 
As the people had anticipated tho - 
accident and made preparations, it. is- 
hoped that no fatalities wcro caused, but 
rep iris from many villages which have- 
been inundated are anxiously awaited. 
Much property has been destroyed. The 1 
bursting of the lake was due to the soften- 
ing of the glacier, which is 1,200 feet iih 
thickness. 



Change of Ituslncss, 

HALIFAX, June 19. — It is learned here to- 
day that the National Cordage Co. of New 
York has purchased the business of the 
Dartmouth Rope Works Co. The impor- 
tance of this tiansfer can i nly be properly- 
realized when the magnitude of tho turn- 
over is known. The concern has 
employed upwards of six hundred 
bands, and the sabs, it is stated, 
have exceeded one and one half millions pet- 
annum. It is claimed that the Nationals 
have now secured all the Canadian mills, 1 1 
in number, and intend to materially in- 
crease the capacity of the larger concerns iu 
the maratime provinces so as to compete for 
the export, business, owing to the 
cheap labor and other valuable 
advantages possessed by these mills.

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THE ICY BAY DISASTER. 



Particulars of the Drowning- of Lieut 
Robinson and Four of the 
Rear's Crow. 



Ouly One Man Out of the Boat's Crew 
Succeeded in Reaching 
Shore. 



The Alaskan of June 13th furnishes the 
following details of the sad occurrence in 
Icy Bay, which resulted in the drowning of 
Lieut. Robinson imd four seamen of the 
revenue cutter lijur, and Mr. W, C. Moore, 
of the Russell exploring party: — 

The Bear left Port Townsend on May 
30th, having on board, in addition to her 
regular complement of officers and crew, 
Rev. Dr. Sheldon Jackson, Judge and Mrs. 
Louis H. Tarploy, and the exploring party 
ui charge of Prof. I. C. Russell. Captain 
Healy had instructions from the Secretary 
of the Treasury to land the Russell party at 
Icy liny, about 40 miles west from Yakutat. 
The cutter arrived at Yakutat Ray on 
Thursday, June 4th, and on the follow- 
ing day landed pat t of Professor Russell's 
stores to be cached et the bead of Dis- 
enchantment Buy in anticipation of 
Ilia return there in August next. 
Thence the Bear proceeded to ley Hay 
where she arrived on Saturday morning, at 
10 o'clock. Preparations were immediately 
made to land the explorers and their stores, 
the surf looking from where the slap rode 
at anchor us if a landing could he easily 
effected. The first hoat to leave the vessel 
was in charge of Lieut. 1). If. Jarvis ; it 
was lightly loaded. The boat took the 
lead and met with no serious difficulty with 
the exception of being swamped near the 
beach and filling with water. But theie 
appeared to be no danger and the men and 
stores were safely landed. The second boat 
was in command of Lieut. L. L. Robinson, 
and contained W. C. Moore, of Prof. Rus- 
sell's [arty, Boat-Coxswain J. Huasler, 
Seaman A. Is'elson, T. O. Anderson and H. 
Smith. This boat capsized outside the surf 
line, about 50 yards from shore, in dcip 
■water, too far away to enable the parly 
already landed to render any assistance to 
the struggling men, who, tor some unex- 
plained reason, bad let go their hold on the 
boat, and were making vain attempts to 
swim shoreward. Only one man (J. Wright) 
was saved, ho coining to the beach, clinging 
to a bag of flour, against which the incom- 
ing surf beat and drove before it with the 
clinging sailor. The man had swallowed a 
great quan'ity of salt water, and was 
brought back to his normal condition with 
much difficulty. Diligent search was made 
by Lieut. Jarvis for such bodieB as might 
drift in, but there were only two recovered; 
one being the corpse of the seaman (Ander- 
son) badly mutilated, and the other, that of 
Lieut. Robinson. How and why this second 
hoat upset is one of those peculiar mysteries 
of the sea which is inexplicable. It can only 
be accounted fur by the hypothesis of some 
counter currents meeting immediately 
in the boat's course, or of some wild charge 
■of the ocean's cavalry unlocked for, and im- 
possible to avert. Lieut. Jarvis remained 
on the beach until the next day when An- 
derson's body was buried in the sand, and 
that of Lieut. Robinson was returned to the 
cutter. Six additional landings were safely 
made subsequent to the disaster, and Prof. 
Russell, his party, their stores and instru- 
ments, were successfully put on shore. The 
professor promised to have the beach in the 
vicinity carefully watched, and if other 
bodies drifted in to see that they were de- 
cently interred. The antecedents of the 
seamen, with the exception of Coxswain 
llaasler, are unknown ; they were all be- 
lieved to have been married. The cox- 
swain has been for many years with Capt. 
Healy in the cutters Corwin, Rush and 
Rear. He was an excellent man, frugal, of 
good habits, and a credit to the revenue 
marine. 

Capt. Healy feels this loss very keenly, 
occurring as it did, at almost the outset of 
bis summer cruise, and in such an untoward 
and unlooked for manner, it is peculiarly 
hard to bear. 

Lieut. Robinson's body was embalmed, 
and coffined, and brought on the cutter to 
Sitka for burial. He was from Kansas, 
about 30 years old, had been in the service 
for five years. He arrived on this coast 
last year, assigned to the cutter Corwin and 
was with that vessel when she took Prof. 
Russe'l's party back to civilization in the 
£■21. During the past winter he served on 
Vioard the Woolcott, stationed on Puget 
Sound. He had been married for five years 
and leaves a widow, who bade him good-bye 
at Port Townsend, when the Bear started 
north. 

The funeral took place at Sitka, on Wed- 
nesday last. The body of the lieutenant 
■was brought from the cutter to the govern- 
ment wharf by one of the ship's boats. It 
•was attended by Commander Healy, his of- 
ficers and so many of the crew :is could be 
spared from their duties on board ; and was 
nut at the float by the Mission band, a de- 
tachment of the Marine Guard and several 
of the civil officials. These acted as an os- 
coort to the Executive offices, where simple 
but impressive ceremonies were held, Rev. 
.Sheldon Jackson and Rev. Alonzo E. Aus- 
tin, of the Presbyterian Mission, officiat- 
ing.

BRIDGE'S WILL. 

Thomas Turner Wins the Contest For Ills 
Uncle's Estate. 

The ease of Turner vs. Provost and 
Bridges, in which the plaintiff sought to 
establish the validity of a will made in 1876, 
in favor of himself, and which has but re- 
cently been found, was concluded yesterday 
afternoon in the Supreme Court and given 
to the jury at 3:30 o'clock. 

Mr. Justice Drake summed up the evi- 
dence in an able and concise manner, in- 
structing the jury that they wero to deter- 
mine the value of the same and weigh it 
accordingly, lie admonished them that the 
preponderance of evidence rested upon the 
plaintiff, and that if in their opinion the 
will had been clearly established they should 
bring a verdict in his favor. On the other 
hand, if not establish d lo their satisfaction, 
they should find for the defendants. 

hi referring to the testimony given by the 
experts in handwriting, his lordship stated 
that expert testimony was of little more 
value than one's own eyesight. The expert- 
encoof those gentlemen enabled them to form 
an opinion that they can believe to bo a fact, 
but it was not an absolute one tint can be 
sworn to. If Egan wrote tho will, as had 
been testified, in 1876, it could not have 
been with the idea of establishing a fraud in 
1891. If it was in Egan's handwriting it 
could not be a forgery executed then for the 
purpose of committing a fraud now. 

He informed the jury that if in their be- 
lief the document was written by Egan there 
could be no forgery, and stated that forgery 
was practically what tho defence claimed. 

His lordship instructed the jury to de- 
termine the following points : 

First — Was the alleged will signed in the 
presence of William Bridges, the testator, 
by the two witnesses, and did Bridges sign 
it? 

Second — Was it read in the presenco of 
testator and did he know its contents ? 

Third — Did testator intend that document 
to operate us his will ? 

The jury after being out about 30 minutes 
returned to court, finding a verdict for the 
plaintiff, and thus establishing the validity 
of the will.

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THE SEALING QUESTION. 



Lord Salisbury Nominates Two Brit- 
ish Representatives on the 
Behving Sea Arbitration. 



The North American Commercial 
Company objects to the Order 
Prohibiting Hunting. 



London, June 10.— Lord Salisbury baa 
nominated the two British representatives 
on the Bohring sea arbitration commission, 
aubject to the queen's approval. 

Washington City, June 10. — The North 
American Commercial Company, through 
their attorney, Judge JelTerios, bus filed n 
protest with the treasury department. It 
states that it was assured a quota of 00,000 
sealskins during 1890, and upon this assur- 
ance made a large outlay. It was compelled 
to cease taking seals July 20, last, when the 
Reason had not expired and only one-third 
of the net quota of skins had been obtained. 
On this account the company sustained a 
loss of $-10,000. It again submits a formal 
protest against the action of the United 
in once more preventing the taking of the 
full quota of Buals. It gives notice to the 
secretary of treasury that it will claim to be 
reimbursed by the United States to the full 
amount of the loss it may sustain by rea- 
son of its being prohibited from taking the 
full quota this year. The company further 
represents that in providing for the main- 
tenance and education of the inhabitants of 
the islands of St. Paul and St. George it has 
expended §150,000, for which it has not 
been reinbursed. 

The company invites the attention of the 
Secretary of the Treasury to the fact that 
the Ialauds of St. Paul and St. George are 
in the undisputed possession of the United 
States, and that the right of thid Govern- 
ment to dispose of fur seals bora on the 
said islands has never been questioned. 
This being so, the company assumes that 
the r'gbt of the United States or its lessee 
to take fur seals on the said islands within 
unquestioned jurisdiction is beyond dis- 
pute, and not subject to interference by 
any foreign state. The right of this Gov- 
ernment to take fur seals on its own terri- 
tory is not one of the questions to be ad- 
mitted to arbitration. In that dispute 
Great Britain affirms and the United States 
denies the right of English and Canadian 
poachers to slaughter fur seals' 1 in ""our 
part" of Bohring Sea, and the company 
insists that it? agreement, as set forth in 
the President's proclamation, in so far as 
it prohibits the company from taking 
its lawful quota, is in contravention 
of tlio vested rights of the company and 
subjects it to a groat loss. If it be assumed 
that the eastern portion of Behring Sea is 
not maritime territory of the United States, 
but is " high seas," the company submits 
that it is not competent for Great Britain 
and the United States or any other two 
governments to determine who shall be per- 
mitted to navigate these waters, or to pro- 
hibit iiahing or taking seals on the high 
seas, and the company points out that its 
rights have been overlooked by the agree- 
ment, thereby indicting severe loss upon 
the company, in order to obtain the con- 
sent of England to arbitrate the question as 
to the right of the Canadian poachers to 
destroy the fur seal industry by pelagic 
fishing. 

San Francisco, June 19. — The steamer 
Alki, which has been chartered by the Uni- 
ted States government for service in Alaska, 
will soon be ready for sea. Her coal bunk- 
ers have been enlarged and 400 tons of coal 
put on board. It is stated that she will be 
used as a prison ship and will be stationed 
at Unalaska, to which place all crews of 
sealers caught violating the law will be 
taken. A force of marines will be sent 
north on the Alki to act us a guard for the 
prisoners, should any be captured. So soon 
aa the steniner is ready for sea she will re- 
port to Rear Admiral Irwin, at Mare Is- 
land, where she will receive her crew and 
supplies. 

PORT CRESCENT. 

Progress of Work on I he Breakwater— Steam 
Launch to be Placed on the Lake. 

(Special to the Colonist ) 
Port CRESCENT, June 20. — A large section 
of the rocky cliff back of the breakwater, 
fell a few days ago. The fragments were 
precipitated in such a shape as to materially 
help t he work by bringing in an abundance 
of material within easy reach of the arms of 
the two derricks u bich rapidly load the 
cars running out on the double tracks on 
the steadily growing sea wall. 

Hon. D. W. Higgins and son, of Victoria, 
were here this week. 

Hall & Bishop, west of this place, sent a 
boom of logs from their cump to Victoria, 
tbis week. 

Mr. Frank Perrott, of Port Townscnd, 
has sent here a line steam launch, the Lady 
of the Lake, which will this week be trans- 
ported to Lake Crescent. It will make 
regular trips between the east end of the 
lake, where the wagon road to Port Crescent 
starts, and the west cud, where the horse 
trail to the Soleduok will soon booompleted. 
The launch will be a great convenience in a 
commercial way, as well as the means of 
tourists getting a complete view of the won- 
derful mountain lake. 

Port Townsend people are engaging 
enthusiastically in opening up and develop- 
ing the country to the south-west of this 
place, along the road of the Victoria, Port 
Crescent and Chehalis railroad. Numbers 
of Port Townsend people have taken claims 
in the Soleduck valley, south of Lake 
Crescent. It is a region of magnificent 
timber and splendid soil, although hitherto 
diffioult of access. 

In the upper valley are some wonderful 
hot springs and the scenery is of rare gran- 
deur. Two Port Townsend ladies tocently 
went into this valley and took up ranches. 
Miss Frances Harrison has returned and is 
enthusiastic in her expressions of admira- 
tion for the valley of the Soleduck. Sho 
visited the hot springs, the first lady to 
penetrate that remote region.

The New York financial circular for the 
^ek ending Juno 15, issued by Henry 
Clew «fc Co., reports that ovcuts dining the 
weeks were mostly of a favorable character, 
and the situation abroad shows further sat- 
isfactory improvement. Tho best evidence 
of this was the decline in gold shipments 
and tho i-iso in the Bank of England 8 pro- 
portion of reserve to liabilities from -14. 35 
per cent, to 40. 00 per cent, in a week. The 
tank now holds about £5,003,000 gold more 
than at this time in 1870, and is m a much 
better position to meet all probable de- 
mands than was thought possible a few 
weeks ago. Whatever sums may be with- 
drawn by Russia, they will shortly be dis- 
bursed again in debt payments. The bank 
rate is still 4 per cent., but in open market 
the rate for money is 2@2£ per 
cent.; suggesting a further decline in tho 
oliicial rate. Another indication of reviving 
onfidence in London was the fuiluro of the 
joint stock banks to support the Bank of 
England in maintaining discount ratea. 
Tho favorable progress of the Baring liqui- 
dation also exerted a good effect, and the 
outlook is much brighter than in March or 
April. Paris and Berlin are still in some- 
what straitened circumstances, but leas ten- 
sion is naturally reported there as a result, 
of improvement in London. The bank re- 
serves are in good shape, and each year the 
West shows itself less and less dependent 
upon the East for money, and tho coming; 
Fall may prove no exception. Tho certainty 
of an abundant harvest at home and a de- 
ficient one abroad increases each day. The 
increase in Winter wheat acreage isll.Sper 
cent., and in Spring wheat .1.4 per cent.; 
while the condition of both stands at the? 
high average of 90 per cent, and 92.0 per 
cent, respectively. Honey continues easy, 
and promises to so continue until the crop 
movement; the present quietness of trade 
tending to increase supplies.

THE 'POPE'S ENCYCLICAL. 

It must be admitted by all thoughtful 
•men that the relation between capital and 
labor is the most important of the subjects 
iihat engage the attention of men everywhere 
in these days. Compared with it, questions 
•that are merely political sink into insignili- 
•cance. The settlement of the matters in 
dispute between nations do not involve such 
momentous considerations as does tliia ad- 
justment of the disputes and difficulties 
that have arisen between employers and 
employed. These disputes and dilliculties 
are not confined to one nation, or to two or 
three classes in thut nation. They exist in 
every civilized country of tho world, and 
they affect the whole of modern society 
through all its strata, from top t> loltoni. 

The Head of the Roman Catholic Church 
sees this, and his lost Encyclical Letter is 
on the Condition of Labor. In the first 
paragraph of that letter the Popo states his 
reasons for addressing " All Patriarchs, 
Primates, Archbishops and Bishops of the 
Catholic world in grace and communion; 
with the Apostolic See." He says : — 

" The momentous seriousness of tho pre 
sent state of things just now iills every 
mind with painful apprehension ; wise men 
observe it ; practical men propose schemes ; 
popular meetings, legislatures and sovereign 
princes, u II are occupied with it — aud there 
is nothing that has a deeper hold on public 
attention." 

This able, well-reasoned and very moder- 
ate letter will be read with profit and 
pleasure by many others than the digni- 
taries of the Roman Catholic Church. 
There is nothing in it to offend any literal- 
minded man, whether he is Protestant or 
Catholic, capitalist or workingman. It is a 
serious discussion ot the relations that ex- 
ist between capital and labor, and of other 
•economic questions. There is in it very 
little that is distinctively denominational. 
There is nothing that even a no-popery 
agitator can take exception to in the Pope's 
method of dealing with economic questions; 
and, if the greater part of what is said 
about religion in the letter were uttered by 
an evangelical Protestant clergyman, it 
would be received by his hearers with the 
diveliest approbation. The broadness of 
this letter is, to us, not the least attractive 
■of its features. Even the Socialist and t ho 
extreme labor agitator must admit that the 
exceptions that are made to their principles 
and theories are well taken and are ex- 
pressed, though vigorously aud forcibly, 
with a mildness that at once disarms anger 
and commands respect. 

Pope Leo XIII. 'in the clearest way 
shows that every man has a right 
6o own what he earns and also that 
■lie has a right to dispose of his earnings in 
• any lawful way that he n.ay select. He 
enters into an elaborate and philosophical 
'•.argument to prove that it is right, and boni- 
fioial to tho community that land should 
bo owned by individuals as their private 
property, and contends that this is an ad- 
vantage to tho working man, as well as 
to the capitalist. We have never in any 
work seen the right of a man to own tho 
land lie has bought with his earnings ex- 
pressed more forcibly than in the following 
passage: — 

"It [a surely undeniable that, when a 
linn engages in remunerative labor, the 
very reason and motive of his work is to ob- 
tain property, and to hold it as his own pri- 
vate possession. If one man hires out to an- 
other his strength or bis industry, be does 
this for t he purpose of receiving in return 
what is necessary for food and living : he 
hereby expressly proposes to acquire a full 
and real right not only to the remunera- 
tion, but also lo tiio disposal of that re- 
muneration as be pleases. Thus if he lives 
sparingly, saves money, and invests his 
saVingS in land, the land in such a case is 
only his wages in another form ; and, con- 
sequently, a working man's little estate 
thus purchased should be as completely at 
)iin own disposal as the wages which he 
receives for his labor. But it is precisely 
in this power of disposal that ownership 



consists whether the propeity be land or 
movable goods." 

In speaking of the rights of the working- 
man, the Pope has a good word to say for 
the little children, and ho suvs it beauti- 
fully : 

" And in regard to children, great earo 
should be taken not to place them in work- 
shops and factories until their bodies and 
minds are sufficiently mature. For just as 
rough weather destroy the buds of spring, 
so too early an experience of life's hard 
work b!iglits the young promise of a child's 
powers, and makes any real education im- 
possible." 

The Pope not only i. Hows, but recom- 
mends, labor combinations, for tho purpose 
of self-protection and assertion of rights in 
tho matter of wages, the hours of labor, 
sanitary precautions and generally safe- 
guarding the interests of wage-earners, lfe 
would have the Slate do its part in adjust- 
ing the disputes between employers and em- 
ployed, and in regulating their relations in 
other respects. But lie would not have the 
Slate encroach on the natural prerogative of 
tho parent and the head of the family. His 
idea of what constitutes the strength of a 
State is very different from that of the men 
who believe, or pretend to believe, that the 
prosperity and the greatness of a country 
depend upon the ability and tho wisdom of 
the men who arc at the head of its affairs. 
This is what lie says on that point: 

" Now a State chiefly prospers and 
flourishes by morality, by well-regulated 
family life, by respect for religion and jus- 
tice, by the moderation and equal distribu- 
tion ot public burdens, by the progress of 
the arts and of trade, by the abundant yield 
of the land — by everything which makes the 
citizens better and happier." 

According to this it is the character of the 
people, rather than that of its rulers, which 
makes a nation great und prosperous, or un- 
important and poor. 

The part which religion has to do in set- 
tling the labor question, the Head of tho 
Roman Catholic Church, it is natural to 
conclude, does not look upon as insignifi- 
cant. By far the greater part of what he 
says on this branch of his subject will be 
cordially upproved by serious-minded men 
of all denominations. Here is a weighty 
saying aud worthy of all acceptance : 

" And if society is to be cured now, in no 
other way can it be cured but by a return 
to the Christian life and Christian insti- 
tutions. " 

This is anotherpassage which recommends 
itself to Christians of every creed : 

"Christian morality, when it is adequate- 
ly and completely practised, conduces of 
itself to temporal prosperity, lor it merits 
the blessing of that God who is tho source 
of all blessings ; it powerfully restrains the 
lust of possession and the lust of pleasure — 
twin plagues, which too ofteu make a man 
without self-restraint miserable in the 
midst of abundance ; it makes men supply 
by economy for the ivant of means, teaching 
them to be content with frugal living, and 
keeping them out of tho reach of those vices 
which eat up not merely small incomes but 
large fortunes, aud dissipate many a goodly 
inheritance." 

Speaking of the means used to ameliorate 
the condition of the poor, the Pope ex- 
claims: "But no human methods will ever 
supply for the devotion and self-sacrifice of 
Christian charity." 

This admirable letter will, we are quite 
sure, be the means of doing a great deal of 
good, not only among the members of the 
Catholic Church, but among millions who 
do not acknowledge its authority. Looked 
at in a merely secular light, it is a most 
valuable contribution to the literature of 
tho Labor Question, as it expresses the 
views and the feelings of the conservative 
part of those nations in which the relations 
botweou capital and labor present them- 
selves for serious and immediate considera- 
tion. 



parties are pretty evenly divided the labor 
vote may bo able to turn tho scale. Tho 
worst thing about this defeat and loss of 
prestige is that live out of six Conservatives 
will regard it as well deserved. We are not 
surprised that the Liberal-Unionists are 
ungry at Mr. Matthews for, by his bad 
management, creating for their party new 
enemies, and that, loo, altogether unneces- 
sarily. If it wero for asserting what they 
believed a sound principle, or for carrying 
out a policy that they regarded as wise, 
they would have some consolation under 
prosent humiliation and prospective loss. 
But to be beaten in the llouso and to lose 
support in the country, in tho vain attempt 
to continue a system which they know to be 
cruel, and which has become obsolete, was 
too bad ! 



A LA POP CONTEST. 

Tho battle between Capital and Labor has 
in Australia assumed a most interestin 
aspect. The Unions there have determined 
to fight their battles hereafter chiclly at 
the pulls and in the Legislature. The 
agitators have become politicians, and are 
paying particular attention to the voters' 
ists. A month or so ago two members 
were elected to the Legislative Council of 
South Australia by the labor vote. Tho 
workint>inen were united, while their 
opponents were divided. The lesson, it 
appears, will not be lost on the capitalists, 
for the Melbourne Argus, which seems to be 
their organ, exhorts them to unite. It 
says :— 

"It is evident that, the trade unionists 
throughout the colonics mean to run candi- 
dates of their own, and to call upon their 
sympathisers to vote for these men, irrespeu 
tive of all other political und social consid 
orations : and a determined minority work 
ing hard Und polling its lust man is always 
a danger. Let the other side be supine anil 
divided, and the success of such a party at 
the ballot box is almost certain." 

What the trades-unionists of South Aus- 
tralia expect to gain by political action may 
be seen by the following passage in the 
article from which we have quoted : 

"The programme of the labor party in 
South Australia contains many notable 
items. It includes further protection, as a 
matter of course, a progressive land tax, 
the establishment of a labor department, a 
tax on all passengers and goods carried in- 
tereoloniidly by the mail steamers and other 
foreign vessels, a grant of money for a 
trades hall, and a state bank, one of whoso 
duties will be to advance money to work - 
ingmsn, who are lobe put on workmen's 
blocks. The employer, it would appear, is 
to be allowed to live, but stringent factory 
and lien laws are to bo passed in order to 
keep him in his proper place."

A DESERVED CHECK. 



We are greatly surprised to see that the 
British Government refused to accept Mr. 
Buxton's amendnient'making it unlawful to 
employ in factories children under eleven 
years of ago. We arc quite sure that the 
groat majority of the Conservatives of 
Groat Britain are opposed to allowing chil- 
dren of such tender age to toil in factories. 
Child labor is barbarous. It is also in tho 
worst sense improvident. The development 
and growth of children who are compelled 
to remain a number of hours every day in 
the unwholesome atmosphere of a factory is 
checked, ami they must feel tho effects of 
the confinement during the rest of their 
lives. But not only arc they injured for 
life, but their children after them. The 
race of men in towns where child labor is 
practise 1 would soon degenerate, each gen- 
eration will be in ado moro weak and sickly 
than its predecessor, and though new blond 
from the rural districts may check the pro- 
gress of decay and demoralization, the 
working people of the whole nation will, in 
time, be to a greuter or less extent deterio- 
rated. 

Tin! check which the Government re- 
ceived in the House of Commons was well 
deserved, anil the probability is that the 
refusal of the Home Secretary to accept tho 
amendment will sensibly affect the Govern- 
ment's popularity in the country. Ono of 
the objects of the labor organizations is to 
put a stop to child labor. When it is known 
that Lord Salisbury's Government was un- 
willing to keep children under eleven years 
o r ago out of the factories, thu Unions will 
use their influence against it, and whoro

A SMUGGLER'S PARADISE. 

Dow Chinamen Cain Access to tho United 
States. 

Looking' at the map one may see that 
the nortbwest corner of the state of 
Washing-ton is torn off, and the space 
that is left is filled with water, dotted 
with an archipelago. The island of 
Vancouver fits partially into the gaping 
corner as -if it had been torn out by 
some gigantic, convulsion. The tatters 
and debris of the rent form the archi- 
pelago. Our national interest centered 
in that corner long ago when that por- 
tion of the boundary was in dispute, and 
the tension of a war feeling was only 
relieved when a foreign arbitrator set- 
tled the boundary, and gave us the 
island, of San Juan, the most important 
in the group. The city of Victoria, 
writes Julian Ralph in Harper's Maga- 
zine, confines nearly all the population 
on that corner of Vancouver island; the 
city of Vancouver is the main settle- 
ment on the British Columbia shore, 
and on our borders are such little placee 
as Whatcom, New Dungeness, and Port 
Angeles, in the state of Washington. 
Port Townsend, on Puget sound, is the 
principal American town near by, and 
the headquarters of the scanty force of 
customs officials who are supposed to 
guard against the smuggling, and who 
are entitled to the presumption that 
they are doing their best in this direc- 
tion. Victoria has only twenty thou- 
sand population, Vancouver fewer still, 
and the islands only here and there a 
house. Deer abound upon these islands, 
which are heavily timbered, and the 
waterways between them feel the keels 
of but few vessels— of none at all, ex- 
cept the smallest craft, outside the main 
channels. It would be hard to imagine 
a more difficult region to police, or a 
fairer field for smugglers. Old London 
itself has scarcely a greater tangle of 
crooked and confusing thoroughfares 
than this archipelago possesses, and 
these waterways are so narrow and 
sheltered that mere oarsmen can safely 
and easily travel many of them. It is a 
smuggler's paradise. 

Those who transport the Chinamen 
are all white men. The resident Chi- 
nese act as their confederates and as 
the agents of the smuggled men, but do 
no part of the actual smuggling, that is 
to say, the boating. The great smug- 
gling is of opium. The introduction of 
the Chinese themselves is of small ac- 
count, so far as the defiance of our laws 
is concerned, as compared with the in- 
troduction of opium. Yet that exten- 
sive business also is carried on by white 
men. The Chinese can not pass to and 
fro as white men can, therefore they 
leave the traffic to the whites. 

These white men are of the class one 
would expect to find in such business. 
A government employe in Victoria told 
me that I would "be surprised to know 
what important and respectable per- 
sons were connected with the; smug- 
gling,", but as he gave me no further 
enlightenment, and as I failed to ob- 
tain any proof that any number of so- 
called respectable men profited directly 
by the business, 1 did not and do not 
believe that there are many such. Those 
who do the smuggling of the Chinese 
unprincipled and reckless charac- 
ters. They make their bargains with 
those Chinese whose business it is to 
arrange for the carriage of their coun- 
trymen into our country. The boats 
employed are small sail-boats, and quite 
as small steam-launches. When the 
owner of one of these boats has secured 
a sufficient number of Chinese to make 
the venture profitable if it succeeds, the 
journey is made at night, without com- 
pliance with the law which requires 
vessels sailing after dark to display 
lights at their sides. At times the con- 
trabands are landed near Whatcom, at 
times near I'ort Angeles or New Dunge- 
ness. San Juan island, within our 
border, is only twelve miles from Vic- 
toria, and has a few Chinese resident 
upou it. At times Chinamen arc car- 
ried there. Once there they can cross 
to the mainland with more freedom, 
and with a possibility of obtaining testi- 
mony to the effect that they are and 
have' long been domiciled on American 
soil. The smugglers charge twenty dol- 
lars to twenty-five dollars for landing 
each Chinaman on our coast; twenty 
dollars is the ordinary and usual 
charge. Wherever tho Chinamen are 
landed they find either men of their 
own nationality to secrete them, or 
white men awaiting their arrival, and 
ready to take them to some Chinese 
quarters. Once on land the danger of 
arrest is greatly lessened, and after a 
newly-smuggled Chinaman has made his 
way to one of the larger towns or cities 
near the coast, his fear of detention by 
our government vanishes entirely. 



Descendants of Great Men. 
It is a noticeable fact that great men 
seldom leave direct descendants. Na- 
poleon, Wellington, Washington, all 
prove the rule. Shakespeare left only 
two daughters, whose children died 
without issue. Probably the nearest 
relative to the great poet now living is 
one Thomas Hart, a resident of Aus- 
tralia, who is said to be the eighth in 
descent from Shakespeare's sister Joan. 
Walter Scott's line ended with the sec- 
ond or third generation. It is also a 
notable fact that great men rarely leave 
great descendants, as witness Bismarck 
and Gladstone. Among other celeb- 
rities who left no direct heir was 
lieaconsfield. 

The Original " Sucker." 

"The word 'sucker' originated at the 
Galena mines in Illinois in the fall of 
1822, at a time when there was a great 
exodus. A large returning party, while 
boarding a steamer at the Galena 
wharf, was asked: 'Wher' ye go.n?' 
'To hum,' was the reply. 'Well,' was 
the rejoinder of an old miner, 'ye put 
me in mind of suckers, they do go up 
the river in the spring, spawn, and all 
return down ag'in in the fall.'" 



The Term "Bank." 
The term "bank" is derived from the 
Italian "banco," a seat or bench, be- 
cause the early dealers in money were 
accustomed to sit on benches in the 
market places of the principal towns. 
The earliest public bank established in 
modern Europe was that of Venice, 
which was founded in lloT. -

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STREET C ARS IN EUROPE. 

Fares Aro Generally Lower Than In th€ 

United States. 
• "I have just had a lon<r trip through 
Europe looking at their street cars, or 
'tram ears,' as they are called there," 
said a correspondent of the New York 
Telegram. 

"In Dublin I found the street railways 
under one management, called the 
United Du blin Tramway Company. The 
cars carry twenty-six passengers inside 
nnd twenty on tup, and by a law of the 
Kingdom all public conveyances are 
limited to their capacity. When the 
scats are full no more passengers are 
taken on, and there is none of the 
crowding and overloading we have in 
this country. The rails of the Dublin 
tramways are grooved and weigh nine- 
ty pounds to the yard. They are not 
laid on ties and sleepers, but In cement 
on a concrete foundation and are con- 
nected with coupling rods. The pave- 
ment, both inside and outside the track, 
is of granite blocks on a concrete foun- 
dation, and the seams between the 
blocks are filled with tar and cement, 
making the pavement totally impervious 
to water. The rails are flush with the 
pavement and arc kept in perfect re- 
pair, so that one might drive over them 
with a buggy and not know that he was 
crossing a railway track. The fare is 
one penny, or two cents, for any dis- 
tance inside of a mile. 1 1 is a horse sys- 
tem, and the speed is between eight and 
nine miles an hour. The horses are of 
a very high grade, as the Government 
offers a gratuity on every horse coming 
up to requirements that makes up the 
difference in the prices of a pood and a 
poor animal. In consideration of this 
gratuity the Government reserves the 
right to take the horses owned by the 
tramway company for cavalry service 
in ease of war. 

"In Belfast and Glasgow the systems 
arc similar, while Edinburgh and Bir- 
mingham have very good cable roads. 
In London there is the Flighgate Hill 
cable road, and all the other roads arc 
^worked by horse power. In November 
bust a new electric road was opened in 
London. The road is what is known as 
three, or center-rail system, with the 
cars drawn by an engine which receives 
its power from the central rail, and 
electricity is generated from stations at 
the end of tin; road. On this line there 
are seventeen trains of three cars each, 
which leave the stopping-places at in- 
tervals of three minutes. The fare is 
five cents in United States money, and 
is paid at a turnstile. The speed is 
about twelve to fifteen miles an hour. 
"Paris has electric ears run by the 
.storage system, and it seems to work 
very well. One feature of the Italian 
roads worthy of attention is that there 
are two fares — a first-class fare, where 
the passengers sit inside, and a second- 
class, where the passengers stand out- 
side. The difference in fare is two 
cents." 

WHAT WE POSSESS AND LACK. 

An English Writer ".Sizes Up " Americans 

and Their Peculiarities. 
' The nervous effects of the rapidity 
with which men and women live in the 
teew world are accentuated by influ- 
ences of climate. A certain delicacy of 
feature, grace of movement, neatness 
of pose, distinguish both the mental 
and the physical products of the coun- 
try. Its literature, like its beauty, be- 
longs to nervous, highly-strung, keenly- 
susceptible organizations. American 
artists are dexterous in management of 
lights and shades; they dispose sketches 
upon the canvas with the cleverness of 
French masters. American poets call 
up graceful images in graceful words, 
and invest common life with an air of 
relinemcnt. American thought is apt 
to be superficial, says a writer in the 
Edinburgh Review. Their thinkers 
rarely think a thing out: they are sug- 
gestive rather than forcible; they play 
with their difficulties as cats play with 
mice; they really grapple with problems 
and squeeze from them their life. 
Their theologians expatiate on creeds 
which are networks of dogmatic 
nrystieism, or compounds of Puritanism 
with transcendental sentiment. 

American humor is rarely of a rollick- 
ing kind; it is dry, not rich; fine rather 
Vhan deep; subtle, not broad. It de- 
pends upon quick perceptions of 
analogies or upon the exaggeration of 
facts rather than upon a broadly comic 
sensibility. Americans have produced 
no plays which deserve the name, and 
in power of dramatic invention they 
are deficient. Their voices, like their 
laughter, arc seldom rich or rounded, 
as though they proceeded from hidden 
recesses of being. Their variety of tin; 
English language is modified so as to 
gain time. Their utterance is rapid; 
they drop their voices at the end of the 
sentence; in their hurry to reach the 
next; their idioms are compressed; even 
their spelling is clipped. 

Cold, self-possessed, precocious, alert, 
keen-witted, Americans, seem wanting 
in fervor, passion, repose and expansive- 
ncss. Their versatility is phenomenal, 
but the. gift is dangerous if it dissipates 
powers or squanders talents. Pew 
writers devote themselves to letters as 
their sole vocation with the self-de- 
votion by which alone the highest liter- 
ary work is produced. Novel writing 
is not undertaken by persons who have 
nny special aptitude for the work. It 
v Vorms an interlude in the literary life 
of writers who are also versifiers, 
critics, essayists, biographers and 
journalists. 

The Word " .lew." 
"We arc Jews," said the rabbi, to a 
New York Hun man, "and it is right to 
call us Jews, but some of us do not like 
the word, because it has been used in 
Europe for ages as a term of contempt 
or derision. People often seem to be 
hissing when they say of a man, 'he is 
a Jew.' In English books, as well as 
in ticrman books, the word is often 
used scornfully. In most European 
cities the Jews were compelled to live 
by themselves in the meanest quarters, 
and this also caused them to be spoken 
of snceringly. We arc called Jews be- 
cause our ancient country was Judca, 
but we are of the Hebrew race, and 
some of us would rather be called He- 
brews than Jews. Hut we will yet 
make the word Jew shine in the United 
States."

Mr. Muirhead left this morning for New 
Westminster, lo sec if it was possible to 
arrange a race between his principal and 
McLean. He is willing to concede any 
point ami is anxioUB for a race, but it seems 
McLean is running a grand bluff and that 
nothing but the Fraser River course will do. 
McLean is thoroughly well posted on the 
river and knows that he has decidedly the 
best of it, but unless he is willing to row 
what is considered by everybody to be a 
fair race, it is not at all likely that his 
binds will gain him any reputation. 

Pat Deasy won the boat race last evening, 
his antagonist being (!. Smith, The race 
was in outrigged skill's and the course was 
from Jones' boat house around Headman's 
Island and back, a distance of two and a- 
half miles. J. Muirhead, of San Francisco, 
w/is the referee, and Manrico Long was 
timekeeper. Both men got away on an even 
start, Smith pulling a quick jerky stroko 
and fleering wildly, while Deusy went aLong 
easily pulling an oven regular stroko and 
heading straight along the course. Both 
men tuKoed ( he island on'the port side with- 
in a very abort time of each other und an in- 
teresting raco was made for home, Deasy 
crossing tho line several lengths ahead. The 
time wus '_'4 minutes 7 seconds for Deasy, 
and 2* ininutefl 1 1 seconds for Smith. It 
was a very closio and interesting race, und 
both men arc very good oarsmen in out- 
rigged skiffs.
